A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative began the interview by indicating that the 
novelty of the present invention was believed to be in the features of the latch pin corner connector and the center 
louver support. Applicants' representative proposed claim amendments to independent claims 1,15, and 22 (see 
attached "Proposed Amendments to the Claims") and presumably would amend independent claim 23 in a similar 
manner, wherein subject matter similar to that of dependent claim 9 reciting the details of the latch pin corner connector 
was added to the independent claims. Applicants also pointed out that independent claim 22 recited details of the 
center louver support in addition to the newly added recitation of the latch pin corner connector. Applicants' 
representative agrued that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to combine the connectors of 
any of White, Guillemet or Silverman with the louvered door of Escudero Ribas. The examiner noted that she would 
take Applicants' arguments into consideration when filed, but at present, she did not agree that one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be motivated to modify the structure of Escudero Ribas with the connector of any one of White, 
Guillemet or Silverman. Finally, Applicants' representative and the examiner discussed a few of the informalities noted 
in the Office Action mailed 16 November 2007 prior to the conclusion of the interview.
